Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1970.  This  report  has 
been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security^  Circular  No. 1/71. 

Vital  statistics  are  all  provided  by  the  Office  of  Population 
Censuses  and  Surveys  and  the  Registrar-General !s  estimate  of  the 
mid-year  population  was  579910:  in  19&9  the  figure  was  38*040  and  in 
1968  -  38*350.  Thus,  although  there  has  once  again  been  a  decrease 
in  population  it  is  rather  less  than  .over  the  previous  year. 

The  Birth  Rate,  adjusted  by  the  area  comparability  factor,  was 
12.5  per  1,000  population  compared  with  12.8  in  19&9*  Both  "figure's 
are  considerably  lower  than  those  for  the  whole  of  England  -  16.0  per 
1,000  population  in  1970 o  ^ 

The  adjusted  Death  Rate  was  10.9  per  1*000  compared  with  11.6 
in  1969  and  11  <>48  in  1968.  In  1970  the  Death  Rate  for  England  was  11.7 
per  1,000,  so  that  the  Whitley  Bay  figure  is  just  slightly  lower  than 
the  national"  average  <> 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  20  per  1,000  live  births  was 
approximately  similar  to  that  for  the  whole  of  England  -  18.  The 
Heonatal  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  under  4  weeks  per  1,000  live  births) 
was  13  compared  with  12  for  the  whole  of  England:  the  Perinatal 
Mortality  Rate  (still  births  and  deaths  under  1  week  combined  per  1,000 
total  live  and  stillbirths)  was  26  compared  with  23  for  England.

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Apart  from  Measles,  the  amount  of  infectious  disease 
notified  was  low*  So  far  Measles  Vaccination  has  not  yet  had 
a  chance  to  exercise  its  full  effect  hut  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  subsequent  years  the  number  of  children  protected  will  increase 
and  so  reduce  the  spread  of  Measles  in  the  community*  Vaccination 
against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  became  available  for  thirteen  year 
old  girls  in  1970  and'  this  should  be  of  great  help  in  preventing 
the  birth  of  handicapped  children  in  the  years  ahead  (Rubella  in 
the  early  months  of  pregnancy  is  known  to  affect  the  developing 
baby  in. certain  instances  if  the  expectant  mother  has  not  had  the 
disease) * 

In  conclusion,  T  would  lih©  to  thank  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  co-operation  and  also  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Social  Services  Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  in 
all  measures  designed  to  improve  the  health  of  the  people  of 
the  Borough*

SECTION  "A" 


STATISTICAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  BOROUGH 

The  Borough  comprises  an  area  of  3,612  acres,  including  the 
foreshore  which  is  510  acres  *  It  continues  in  popularity  as  a  holiday 
resort  and  has  excellent  rail  and  bus  connections  to  and  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  It  has  a  wide  variety  of  interests  and  entertainments 
with  the  picturesque  St0  Mary’s  Island  and  Lighthouse  at  the  North  end 
of  the  Bay.  Pine  golden  sands  stretch  for  nearly  two  miles. 

The  Borough  is  divided  electorally  into  eight  wards  which  are 
represented  by  twentyfour  councillors  and  eight  aldermen.  The  rateable 
value  now  stands  at  £1,539,801,  the  product  of  the  penny  rate  being 
£6,100.  The  population  at  midyear  1970  was  £37,910  a  decrease  of  130. 
There  are  13,186  houses  in  the  area  of  which  1,731  are  owned  by  the 
Borough  Council.

The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  was  448,  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  11 0 8  per  1,000  polulation*  232  of  these  were  males  and  216 
female s*  The  Registrar  General’s  comparability  factor  is  1.06  which 
alters  the  birth  rate  for  the  area  to  12*5  per  1,000*  There  were  12 
male  and  11  female  illegitimate  births,  representing  5*1  per  cent 
of  the  total  births,  and  the  number  of  still  births  was  6  representing 
1*34  per  cent  of  the  total  births;  these  were  1  female  and  5  male. 

Deaths 

551  deaths  were  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General,  consisting 
of  234  males  and  317  female s.  The  crude  death  rate  for  the  area  was 
14o5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  but  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  comparability  figures  of  *75  reduces  this  figure  to  10*9*
